HE United States will speak with 
one voice, not two—or more—in its 
foreign policy from now on.

As we would have some 23,900 gallons of gaso- 
line remaining, it would be essential to give 
serious thought to its wise conservation and 
use, and Alaska, Canada and Mexico spring 
instantly to mind in this connection. 

We have been fascinated, along with every- 
body else, by stories in which a fellow gets 
$1,000,000 to spend, out of a clear sky. But it 
seems to us that the 25,000 gallons are even 
more challenging to the imagination. That’s 
why it is so tough to think of all that travel 
getting out into the Mississippi river and going 
absolutely nowhere. 
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A Paying Customer Spurned 

We keep worrying about that ynidentified 
State Senator and his Cadillac convertible. 

According to the Jefferson City grapevine, 
the automobile use tax bill, ardently desired by 
the state’s auto dealers, was held up for weeks 
in the Ways and Means Committee because the 
unidentified Senator was determined to obtain 
delivery on a Cadillac convertible.

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Blundering Progress on India 
Tardily in the face of mounting crisis, the 
Senate has finally passed a bill to sell e- 


stricken India 2,000,000 tons of wheat for 8180, 


000,000 on credit. The least the House can 
do is to act without further delay. 

There are grave questions whether the grain 
matter has not been hedged about with so 
many requirements that it will defeat its pur- 
pose, Speaking before the Parliament in New 
Delhi, Prime Minister Nehru said India would 
prefer to get all of the American grain on a 
loan basis, instead of receiwing half of it as a 
gift. But the National Planning tion has 
warned that India could not pay off a loan 
without impairing its six-year program of eco- 
nomic development. It wag the assoclation's 
recommendation, therefore, that the grain be 
supplied as a gift. 

More questionable still than the loan method 
is the stipulation in the Senate bill that India 
must in return supply the United States with 
unspecified raw materials, including monazite 
and manganese.

Senator Hoey of North Carolina 
says there is an “inexhaustible” supply of it in 
his state, What the American stockpile really 
needs from India, according to Senator Mc-

panaceas of the depression years—Townsend- 
ism, technocracy, Huey Long’s plan to make 
every man 2 king, and all the rest—are now far 
from the minds of most people. Those who still 
nurse them in nooks and crannies seem almost 
unbelieva fanatical—or just plain bizarre 
in these ming times. Yet most ot the schemes 
and a lot of new ones certainly would be urged 
on us once again were another panic to break 
out. And who can guarantee that inflation, 
without better controls than we now have, may 
not give a new Coxey his opportunity to lead 
a new army? 
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Flimflam at Springfield 

Illinois legislators are so bent on having a 
Little Kefauver Committee that they have added 
$25,000 to the $50,000 which Gov. Stevenson 
recommended for a state crime investigation. 

How we wonder do these same legislators 
reconcile that display of intense interest in get- 
ting at the bottom of underworld activities in 
Illinois with the vote of an Illinois Senate com- 
mittee the very next day to kill the anti-slot 
machine manufacture bills? 

These bills, introduced by Senators Gray of 
East St. Louis and Lewis of Robinson, embodied 
a principle approved unanimoysly by the board 
of governors of the Illinois Bar Association. 
They would strike a body blow at the slot ma- 
chine racket. 

Why did the committee vote to kill the bills?

They will 
investigate while the factories in Chicago go 
on turning out one-arm bandits. } 

That is, unless the House takes up the pgjn- 
ciple of the Gray-Lewis bills and the Senate at 
Springfield is shamed by its own glaring incon- 
sistency.

Are the British People With Us or Not? 
An Interview With Ambassador Sir Oliver Franks 


Question (by Frank Bourgholtzer of 
N.B.C.): How much truth is there in the 
story that Gen. MacArthur was removed 
at the request. of the British Government? 


Answer (by Ambassador Sir Oliver 
Franks): Not one word of truth in it. The 
decision regarding Gen. MacArthur was 
purely a domestic one of the United States. 


Q: There is a charge that British policy 
for Korea tied Gen. MacArthur’s hands. 
What is your policy there? 

A: The best answer is what Mr. Attlee 
said when he visited Washington in De- 
cember. The Prime Minister said: “You 
may be certain that, in fair or foul weath- 
er, where the Stars and Stripes fly in 
Korea, the British flag will fly beside 
them. We stand by our duty. We stand 
by our friends.” Like you, we are deter- 
mined to resist aggression. We give whole- 
hearted support to the stand of the United 
Nations, But the people of Britain are 
greatly concerned by any possibility of an 
extension of the conflict in Asia. 


Q: You say your policy is to resist ag- 
gression, but many Americans wonder why 
you have sent so few troops to Korea. 

A: We have put 22,000 fighting men on 
the land, in the air and on the sea in the 
Korean struggle—not 5000 as some people 
think. There is a total of 220,000 British 
ground troops overseas in 19 countries on 
guard against Communist aggression. Four 
divisions are already in Germany, large 
forces are fighting the Communists in 
Malaya, a big garrison is defegding Hong 
Kong. : 

We have only one-third of the popula- 
tion of the United States of America and 
to keep these forces abroad Britain has 
had universal military training ever since 
the last war—conscription for boys of 18; 
now for a two-year period. These are the 
reasons why the British people get an- 
noyed when our contribution of 22,000 
fighting men to Korea is dismissed as a 
token force, : 


Q: I must say, in all fairness, that 
Americans are aware of the quality of 
those British fighting men. The Glouces- 
ter regiment held its ground for three days 
in the recent Chinese offensive. Only a 
handful of those gallant 600 returned. 

A: We are very proud of those brave 
men.

Q: Why do the British insist on holding

000,000 Chinese, many of whom have fled 
from Red China. Large unemployment or 
starvation would create a dangerous politi- 
cal situation, with civil disturbance and 
possibly worse.

It is 
to defend the way of life we all share 
with you against this sinister and hostile 
pressure that we have helped to form the 
North Atlantic Pact. 


Q: May I ask about Formosa? Is it true, 
as has been widely reported, that the 
British want to see Formosa handed over 
to Communist rule as soon as a Japanese 
peace treaty is signed? 

A: It is a fact that there are the prom- 
ises made at Cairo that Formosa should 
go to China. It is a fact that we did sug- 
gest that the Jaépanese peace treaty should 
formally recognize China’s claim. But 
it is a misrepresentation to suggest that 
we are wanting to give Formosa to Chi- 
nese Communist rulers.

General Assembly Recommends World-Wide 
Embargo on Shipping Such Goods to Chi- 
nese Communists but Resolution Lets 
Fach Nation Decide Just What to Do.

HE United States and -the United Nations are finally taking 
steps to plug the leaks of war goods out of the western nations 


In Washington a House-Senate conference committee has agreed 
on legislation requiring that other countries certify they are not 
selling such goods to Communist countries before they can receive 
any more economic aid from the United States. 

In New York the U.N. General Assembly has recommended a 
world-wide embargo:on shipments to Red China of materials useful 


in warfare. 

The U.N. resolution leaves it up 
to member nations to decide for 
themselves what commodities 
should be embargoed and what 
controls to set up. This is certain 
to lead to a good deal of wran- 
gling. Russia is not expected to 
honor the embargo at all. 


The British have taken steps on, 


their own to cut off war material 
trade with Communist China, al- 
though the legislation now in 
Congress would not affect them. 
They are now receiving only 
military aid, no Marshall plan 
“economic aid. 

May 10, after angry debate in 
the House of Commons, the Brit- 
ish Labor Government announced 
it was cutting off all rubber ex- 
ports to Red China for the rest of 
1951. The dehate disclosed that 
British Malaya had sold 120,000 
tons of raw rubber to China and 
40,000 tons to Rugsia since the 
Korean war started. That was at 
least four times the volume of 
1949 sales. 

Sir Hartley Shawcross, presi- 
dent of the British board of trade, 
told Commons that Britain and 
its colonies had sent $357,000,000 
worth of goods to Red China in 
the nine months after the fight- 
ing began in Korea. He hinted 
that Britain would stop export 
of all strategic materials to Com- 
munists if other, U.N. members 
did. 

The United States shut off all 
its own exports of strategic ma- 
terials to all Communist-con- 
trolled nations in that same nine 
months. Since December, when 
China entered the war, the 
United States has slapped a com- 
plete embargo on trade by Amer- 
icans with China. Only the Philip- 
pines followed suit. 

In the absence of any legisla- 
tion, the United States so far 
has been relying on persuasion 
to stop exports of war goods by 
its allies to Communist nations. 

State department officials have 
claimed some successes with this 


method. 


Commerce Department Figures. 
But Commerce Department fig- 


‘ures on the trade of our allies 


disclose a good many items that 
‘might be useful to the Red armies. 
No one knows what happens to 
goods once they pass beyond the 
Tron Curtain. Purchases made by 
Czechoslovakia may very well 
head straight for the Red Chinese 
armies. Russia has stopped issu- 
ing annual export figures. 

Here are Commerce Depart- 
ment figures on the value of 
goods which Western European 
nations, all recipients of Uaited

Kong. The cagtton sales had 
been passed by United States 
security experts. A little more 
than $35,000,000 in miscellane- 
ous goods went to Russia and 
Middle Europe, but they were 
screened for any strategic item 
which was embargoed. 


None of these figures shows 
how much goods were smuggled 
to Communist areas. Marshall 
Plan people suspect that West 
German business men are the 
worst offenders here, smuggling 
to the Russian zone perhaps twice 
as much as they sell openly. 


An investigator for the Senate 
subcommittee on export controls 
testified this week that “bribery 
and forgery” had been used to 
clear the way from West Germany 
through the Soviet zone and on 
to Red China for millions of dol-

In November Britain sold China 
and Hong Kong goods worth 33, 
010,970. In December, after the 
Chinese Reds moved, British 
sales jumped to $4,682,824.

The consensus among the 
military disagrees both with 
Gen. MacArthur and Gen. Mar- 
shall. In general, they feel 
Formosa in enemy hands would 
be a disadvantage to us, but 
that it would be neither. dis- 
astrous nor dangerous. All 
agree that we neither need nor 
want Formosa ourselves. 
Formosa in enemy hands, ac- 
cording to Gen. MacArthur, would 
become an unsinkable aircraft 
carrier and naval tender. The 
island was the spearhead of the 
Japanese attack on the Philip- 
pines. The air attacks which 
knocked out our small air force 
were made from Formosa and it 
was the staging area from which 
the Japanese invasion army em- 
barked. 

This would seem to prove Gen. 
MacArthur’s contention, but it 
does not. 

There are two major differ- 
ences between THEN and NOW. 
The first i@ that THEN the 
Japanese had control of the sea 
in far eastern waters, while NOW 
we have control. Without con- 
trol of the sea, Formosa would 
have been unusable as a base and 
staging area by the Japanese. It 
could not have been supplied and 
maintained. 

The other major differenee 18 
that THEN the Japanese did not 
control the coast of China, where- 
as NOW our prospective enemy 
does have this control. It would 
be far simpler to launch an in- 
vasion of the Philippines from 
China than to land troops on 
Formosa and reload them to move 
against the Philippines. The dif- 
ference in distance is about a 
hundred miles. This would have 
no effect on a naval operation 
and small effect on the ability of 
airpower to support it. 

Island Theory Ne Longer Valid. 
The theory that an island could 
be an unsinkable aircraft carrier 
had some validity before the last 
war. Naval carrier forces had not 
yet been developed to the degree 
to which our Navy brought them 
in the Pacific. Our carrier forces 
were able to destroy the air fight-

Our control of the seas around 
them made supply and mainte- 
nance almost impossible. 


Today we have air bases in the 
Philippines, less than 300 ,miles 
from Formosa, and on wa, 
less than 400 miles distant.

If 
Formosa were in enemy hands, it 
could be neutralized from our 
land bases alone; and our sea and 
air forces are able now more 
easily than in the last war to 
isolate this lone island and pre- 
vent its use by an enemy. 

As a base for our own purposes 
Formosa is not needed. Okinawa 
and the Philippines are 660 miles 
distant from each other. In terms 
of airpower they are within mu- 


termediate base, such as Formosa, 
is unnecessary and would, in fact, 
be a liability for defensive pur- 
poses.

or advice to the Nationalists. 


Back of this statement there 
were probably two considerations: 
First, the feeling that the Na- 
tionalist cause was lost and that 
nothing we might do could save 
it, -and, second, the long-term 
United tes policy supporting 
the unity of China. If the Na- 
tionalist cause was lost and we 
prevented the unification of 
China by our military interfer- 
ence, it was believed that the 
resentment of the Chinese people 
would do us more harm than any 
gain that might result from keep- 
ing the island free from Commu- 
nist domination. 9 


Under the circumstances, the 
implication is undeniable that we 
would make no effort to prevent 
Formosa from being captured by 
the Communists. We considered 


the integrity of China more im- 


portant in the long run than the 
preservation of an anti-Commu- 
nist bridgehead. 


Joint Chiefs’ Disagreement. 


The disagreement of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff with this policy 
was made known by Gen. Brad- 
ley in his testimony May 15 when 
he said: “I think it is known that 
the military did recommend dif- 
ferent action with feference to 
Formosa about a year and one 
half ago, which was not taken 
because of certain political con- 
siderations .. .” 


The military point of view was 
accepted by President Truman 
after the Korean war started.

Ten million Chinese scattered 
through Southeast Asia have lost 
their homeland to Communism. 
They constitute substantial groups 
in the Philippines, Indonesia, 
French Indochina, Siam, Burma 
and Malaya. They do not assimi- 
late with other peoples and they 
retain their loyalty to China and 
Chinese culture. They are, there- 
fore,. easily recruited for Com- 
munist subversion. Free Formosa 
is a rival for their loyalty.

BYRD SAYS GUIDED

NORFOLK, Va., May 19 (UP) 
—Senator Harry F. Byrd Dem.), 
Virginia, suggested today that 
ships firing guided missiles soon 
may replace aircraft carriers just 
as the carrier has supplanted the 
battleship.

The author, 
Garcilaso de la Vega, was born 
in Cuzco, Peru, in 1539, the 
illegitimate son of a Spanish 
cavalier and an Inca princess. 
Failing to win preferment after 
long service in the Spanish 
Army, he turned to literature 
and his claim to fame now rests 
largely on this book, so ably 
translated by John and Jean- 
nette Varner. 

Garcilaso wrote this first 
great classic of American his- 
tory after talking at length with 
some of the survivors of the ex- 
pedition and reading the rather 
meager written accounts left by 
others. Romantic by tempera- 
ment and circumstances, he 
writes with a delicate charm 
and in rich detail. His exces- 
sive pride in his mother’s In- 
dian background is matched by 
a similar pride in the noble 
blood and chivalry of his 
father’s background. He paints 
a sweeping picture of the Con- 
quistadors’ wanderings over 
half a continent, the terrible 
hardships inflicted by nature, 
the bloody battles with the n- 


dians, the persistent efforts to 
win the Indians for King and 
Church, the fever-ridden De 
Soto’s death and burial in the 
Mississippi river, the final fail- 
ure of the enterprise. There 
was glory—of a kind—for those 
cavaliers who survived, but no 
gold or jewels.

Bees to Be Humming 


In Fields of Clover 


By Leonard Hol! 


having seen our clover in 
bloom last year, as well as 
the quantity and quality of 
honey made by our hive, he 
needed little persuasion. We 
selected a spot in the corner 
of the old barnlot, laid down 
bricks to serve as bases for 
the hives and told him to 
bring the bees whenever he 
n was ready. 

. The time to move bees is 
at night, because at any other time during flying weather, 
too many of the colony are always away from the hive. So 
one night recently when the dogs began to bark just as we 
were going to bed, I looked out and saw car lights at the 
barnlot gate and knew Giff and the bees had arrived. More- 
over, we knew he had only Ruth, his wife, along to help. I 
pulled on trousers and boots, caught up a flashlight and hur- 
ried out to give him a hand with. the unloading. The task 
took only a few moments, for everything was in order and 
most of the stands were light because there has been little 
flying weather this spring. Once the nine hives were in place, 
we cut leafy elm branches to put outside each hive entrance. 
When bees are moved, they are likely to become confused 
on their first flight from the hive in the new location and the 
branches seem to make a landmark by which they can orient 
themselves.

Next day Giff returned to set everything up prop - 
erly and from now on all we ‘have to do is watch for 
swarms. If these occur we'll try te find them when 
they first settle and before their scouts have found a 
new ‘location, so we can transfer them te one of the 
empty hives standing ready for just this emergency. 
Management of the apiary will be handled by Giff 
on the occasional weekend when he can drive over 
from Fredericktown. Tet 1 like to check the hives 
‘each day to make sure all is well. We still need warm 

_ weather to set the clover blooming, but lots of young 
bees are evidently being hatched in the hives. After 
these have served their apprenticeship, caring for un- 
hatchéd brood and feeding the newly hatched bees, 
they come out and circle above the hives, practicing 
their flying and getting thoroughly located before 
starting out to search for pollen and nectar.

* @ TWO NEW CALVES arrived last week, somewhat later 
than we like, but welcome nevertheless. The youngest one we 
found early Sunday morning, when we'd gone over to the 
Big Pond for breakfast and a bit of fishing.

Saving Boys His Business

AMES C. NEAGLES, parole 

counselor for Bellefontaine 

Farms and the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians, was shuffling 
through the file cards one day, 
listing the names of boys turned 
over to him, when he did a sud- 
den double take. One of the 
youngsters in trouble, who was 
being sent to Neagles for guid- 
ance, listed as his address a house 
in a certain blighted, slum neigh- 
borhood. It was the same house 
where Neagles himself had lived 
as a boy. 

Fortunately, as he looks Back 
on it now, Neagles didn’t live 
there long enough to be affected 


by the environment. Family for-

the Neagles 
moved to the west end of town,

he “took up tena instead of 
3 street and steal- 
ing t off stands.” But he 
thinks his early background had 
something to do with his ambi- 
tion to make a career of saving 
boys. 

When he takes over his new 
job as head of Boys’ Town. this 
month, Neagles will continue his 
lifelong ambition, this time work- 
ing with younger boys than the 
11-to-17-year-olds he’s had charge 
of. He’s hoping for even more 
successful results than those he’s 
already achieved for in his opin- 
ion, the younger the boy is when 
proper guidance is provided, the 
more hope there is for his re- 
demption. 


“Too often a place such as, 


Bellefontaine (city-owned corret- 


tional institution for boys) gets 


boys only after everyone else has 
tried and failed,” he says. “You 
can help some but others are be- 
yond help. They should have been 
separated from their homes when 
they were 9 or 10 years old. 
Often the trouble starts before 
the child is 6.” 


Certain danger signals show up 
in a boy’s life to indicate he’s 
headed for trouble. Habitual 
truancy and running away from 
home are among them, A back- 
ground of an oversized family in 
a bad neighborhood contributes. 
But always and invariably there 
is a record of conflict in the 
home. More than poverty or 
ignorance, Neagles feels the 
trouble is simply an inability of 
people to get along with each 
other. 

“Too many families haven’t 
learned to sit down and plan 
things out, to co-operate as grown 
people should,” he says. “Parents 
are too harsh or too lax and chil- 
dren rebel at any extreme adult 
behavior. Mom’s gonna have her 
way or else, and too often it's ‘or 
else.“ There's no set plan for 
handling money. .The kids have 
to beg for it and naturally they 
beg for too much. If they had a 
certain allowance they had to 
make do over a certain period of 
time, there’d be less fussing about 
money. 


“All the parents know is what 
their parents taught them and it's 
not enough. Consequently, we keep 
breeding more unfit fathers and 
mothers for more generations.”

Boys Town, Mo., 
Home for Lads 
Who Need Break 


OYS’ TOWN, Mo., xtarted 
Bout as a dream in the mind 

of a Navy lieutenant-com- 
mander, William F. James of 
St. Louis, as he drifted on a 
raft in the Atlantic in 1942, 
one of the few survivors of a 
torpedoed ship. Bill James de- 
cided if he ever returned home 
safely he would. “do some- 
thing” to justify his existence. 


He'd always been interested 
in boys who'd gotten into 
trouble, boys who needed a 
friend. An acquaintance with 
Father George Link, who led 
a Trail Rangers’ Camp in IIli- 
nois, inspired him to work for 
a similar camp in the St. 
Louis area. With the help of 
the Harold Francis Schramm 
American Legion post, and a 
group of St. Louis business 
men, Boys’ Town, Mo., was 
founded in 1948. A 120-acre 
tract at St. James, 100 
miles southwest of St. Louis, 
and cottages, classrooms, shops, 
and barns were provided. 
Since that time, Boys’ Town 
has grown steadily, as a 
“home for boys in need of a 
break.” 
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hill, it’s better to call a halt 
before something serious hap- 
pens.” Most of the time Neagles 
manages to head off that down- 
hill trend. Sometimes it means 
finding a foster home for the 
boy instead of sending him back 
to his old environment. 

“And that’s really tough,” he 
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said. “Everyone wants a blue 
eyed girl, three years of age. 
Why can’t they settle for a blue 
eyed boy of 14 who needs some 
help? And I have a dickens of 
a time finding homes for Negro 
boys. There are places for white 
boys, like Father Dunne’s, if you 
can’t find a private home, but 
nothing for the adolescent’ Negro 
boy.

Moving to the county, he thinks, 
helped him.

Sure you read about boys 
from good homes getting into 
trouble but somebody always 
steps in, relatives, lawyers. Their 
family comes up with some kind 
of a plan and the judge is al- 
ways willing to listen to any plan. 
But a poor kid is hauled into 
court, his family has no plan to 
offer, and there’s nothing for the 
judge to do but send him to Belle- 
fontaine. : 
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“As a youngster,” he continued, 
was obsessed with the idea of 
going to college—so I could wear 
a white collar, I guess. Anyway, 
in September 1936, I had $40 so 
I took my clean shirts. and. hitch- 
hiked to Westminster College. 
After six weeks my mioney was 
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head of Boonville. . 

“Two weeks later,“ he recalls, 
“they had the shake-up at Boon- 
ville and the Governor fired the 
entire board. I was an assistant 
director without a director. But 
they kept me on as juvenile place- 
ment officer when the new board 
came on and I worked with boys 
who'd been discharged from 
Boonville and needed help to 
adjust.” 

From there, Neagles went with 
the Missouri League for the Re- 
duction of Delinquency in Crime, 
an organization designed to im- 
prove standards at corrective in- 
stitutions and serve as an infor- 
mation source. 


“One thing we tried and 
failed to do, but I hope it still 
gets done,” says Neagles. “We 
tried to get a bill on the state 
statutes te provide state super- 
vision of county jails. One 
fourth of the county jails 
should be cleaned up or closed 
up.” 

When Community Chest sup- 
port was withdrawn, the League 
closed up, and Neagles went back 
to Washington ©. for another se- 
mester of graduate work. (“I’m 
going to get that master’s degree 
if I'm old and gray,” he laughs.) 
Then he took the examination for 
the parole counselor job, scored 
tops, and was hired. Now he feels 
he is about to realize his biggest 
ambition, to head an institution 
for boys. 

The basic need in curbing ju- 
venile troubles, he feels, is parent 
education classes, a large pro- 
gram of them. 

“Some like those started by Dr. 
Edwin Gildea and A. D. Buch- 
mueller of Washington University 
should be expanded to include 
thousands of parents,” he says. 
“Otherwise we'll have the same

Already the telescope is turn- 
ing up such unbelievable num- 
bers of stars that it seems cer- 
tain that somewhere the earth is 
duplicated, probably many timcs, 
with the same climate, same air, 
same everything, except perhaps 
iife or human beings. 

The giant eye will never see 
these probable earths, and as- 
tronomers will not sponsor the 
speculations, but philosophers are 
likely to wrestle with a growing 
conviction that there must be life 
elsewhere, not among the sun's 
planets but in many other areas 
of the universe. 

The giant eye has an assistant, 
also the greatest telescope of its 
kind. This is the Schmidt, a 
glass eye four feet in diameter,

100-inch disclosed giant stars, 
called cepheids, in the nearest 
nebula. These stars also showed 
the earth’s distance to this, our 
nearest neighbor. It is nearly a 
million light-years. This cepheid 
measuring rod reaches only a 
thousandth part of the distances 
that must be measured to dis- 
cover what the universe is. 

That measurement is the first 
job of the 200-inch. This .giant 
eye sees cepheids four times 
more distant.

IF THIS REASON proves true, 
then the nebulae which the 200- 
inch saw at a billion light-years 
away, must be receding at 100,000 
miles a second. That is more than 
half the speed of light, . 


This would mean that not so 
much farther out it will never be 
possible to see anything, because 
whatever may be out there will 
be going away faster than the 
speed of light. The light from 
those fast-moving things cannot 
reach us. 


The 200-inch will certainly set- 


tle this, because the 100-inch 
lacked only a few of the answers. 

However, the explosion theory 
may be wro A billion years 
ago light itself may have been 
different, having less energy than 
now. 

Another guess is that creation 
is not finished, but going on all 
the time, and that somewhere 
along the distant line some phase 
of creation may account for the 
strange loss of energy in light. 
Other speculations are possible.

The 200-inch will narrow the 
field and make it possible to be 
sure. 

All this is not merely inspira- 
tional expanding of the earliest 
dreams of man which came with 
gazing at the heavens. There are 
practical possibilities.

While wind 
and waves pushed and propelled, 
the ocean current lay under us 
and pulled, straight toward our 
goal. . 
If a boat had cruised our way 
on any average day out at sea, it 
would have found us bobbing 
quietly up and down over a long 
rolling swell covered with little 
white -crested waves, while the 
trade wind held the orange sail 
bent steadily toward Polynesia. 

Those on board would have 
seen, at the stern of the raft, a 
brown bearded man with no 
clothes on, either struggling des- 
perately with a long steering oar 
while he hauled on a tangled 
rope, or, in calm weather, ‘just 
sitting on a box dozing in the hot 
sun and keeping a leisurely hold 
on the steering oar with his toes. 

If this man happened to be 
Bengt, the latter would have been 
found lying on his stomach in the 
cabin door with one of his 73 
sociological books. Bengt had fur- 
ther been appointed steward and 
was responsible for fixing the 
daily rations. 

Herman might have been found 
anywhere at any time of the day 
—at the masthead with meteoro- 
logical instruments, underneath 
the raft with diving goggles on 
checking a centerboard, or in tow 
in the rubber dinghy, busy with 
balloons and curious measuring 
apparatus. He was our technical 
chief and responsible for mete- 
orological and hydrographical ob- 
servations. 

Knut and Torstein were always 
doing something with their wet 
dry batteries, soldering irons, and 
circuits, All their wartime train- 
ing was required to keep the little 
radio station going in spray and 
dew a foot above the surface of 
the water. 

Every night they took turns 
sending our reports and weather 
observations out into the ether, 
where they were picked up by 
chance radio amateurs who passed 
the reports on to the Meteorolog- 
ical Institute in Washington and 


Other destinations. 


There were few laws and regu- 
lations on board, except that the 
night watch must have a rope 
around his waist, that the lifesav- 
ing rope had its regular place, 
that all meals were consumed out- 
side the cabin wall, and that the 
“right place“ was only at the 
farthest end of the logs astern. 
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N ORDINARY day on board 

the Kon-Tiki began with the 

last night watch shaking some 
life into the cook, who crawled 
out sleepily on to the dewy deck 
in the morning sun and began to 
gather flying fish. Instead of eat- 
ing the fish raw, according to both 
Polynesian and Peruvian recipes, 
we fried them over a small pri- 
mus stove at the bottom of a box 
which stood lashed fast to the 
deck outside the cabin door. 

There was not a day on our 
whole voyage on which fish were 
not swimming around the raft 
and could not easily be caught. 
Scarcely a day passed without 
fish coming. on board of their 
own accord. It even happened 
that. large bonitos, delicious eat- 
ing, swam on board with the 
masses of water that came from 
astern and lay kicking on the raft 
when the water ‘had vanished 
down between the logs as a sieve. 
To starve to death was impos- 
sible. : 
The old natives knew well the 
device which many shipwrecked 
men hit upon during the war— 
chewing thirst-quenching mois- 
ture out of raw fish. One can 
also press the juices out by twist- 
ing pieces of fish in a cloth, or, 
if the fish is large, it is a fairly 
simple matter to cut holes in its 
side, which soon become filled 
with ooze from the fish’s lym- 
phatic glands. It does not taste 
good if one has anything better 
to drink, but the percentage of 
salt is so low that one’s thirst is 
quenched. 

The necessity for drinking water 
was greatly reduced if we bathed 
regularly and lay down wet in 
the shady cabin. If a, shark was 
patrolling majestically round 
about us and. preventing a real 
plunge from the side of the raft, 
one had only to lie down on the 
logs aft and get a good grip on 
the ropes with one’s fingers and 
toes. Then we got several bath- 
fuls of crystal-clear Pacific pour- 
ing over us every few seconds. 

The special rations we had on 


We ex- 
perienced days like this when 
the wind had died away and the 
sun blazed down on the raft with-

our water ration considerably in- 
creased. 

Solitary. petrels and other sea 
birds which can sleep on the sea 
we met thousands of sea miles 
from the nearest land. Some- 
times, on quiet days far out on 
the blue sea, we sailed close to a 
white, floating bird’s feather. If, 
on approaching the little feather, 
we looked at it closely, we saw 
that there were two or three pas- 
sengers on board it, sailing along 
at their ease before the wind. 
When the Kon-Tiki was about to 
pass, the passengers noticed that 
a vessel was coming which was 
faster and had more space, and 
so all came scuttling sideways at 
top speed over the surface and up 
on to the raft; leaving the feather 
to sail on alone. 


And so the Kon-Tiki soon began 
to swarm with stowaways. They 
were small pelagic crabs. As big 
as a fingernail, and now and then 
a good deal larger, they were tid- 
bits for the Goliaths on board 
the raft, if we managed to catch 
them,

HE small crabs were the 
policemen of the sea’s surface, 
and they were not slow to look 
after themselves when they saw 
anything eatable. If one day the 
cook failed to notice a flying fish 
in between the logs, next day it 
was covered with from eight to 
10 small crabs, sitting on the fish 


and helping themselves with their 


claws. 

Most often they were fright- 
ened and scurried away .to hide 
when we came in view, but 
aft, in a little hole by the steering 
block, lived a crab which was 
quite tame and which we named 
Johannes, | 


Like the parrot, who was every- 


pany, he felt utterly lonely out 
on the wide, blue sea. While the

were small porpolses and toothed 
whales which gamboled about us 
in large schools on the surface of 
the water, but now and then there 
were big cachalots, too, and other 
giant whales which appeared sin- 
gly or in small schools. 

Sometimes they passed like 
ships on the horizon, now and 
again sending a cascade of water 
into the air, but sometimes they 
steered straight for us. 


We were prepared for a dan- 
gerous collision the first time a 
big whale altered course and 
came straight toward the raft in 
a purposeful manner, It came 
straight toward our port side, 
where we stood gathered on the 
edge of the raft, while one man 
sat at the masthead and shouted 
that he could see seven or eight 
more making their way toward us. 

The big, shining, black fore- 
head of the first whale was not 
more than two yards from us 
when it sank beneath the surface 
of the water, and then we saw the 
enormous blue-black bulk glide 
quietly under the raft right be- 
neath our feet, .It lay there for a 


time, dark and motionless, and we 
held our breath as we looked 
down on the gigantic curved back 
of a mammal a good deal longer 
than the.whole raft. Then it sank 
slowly through the bluish water 
and disappeared from sight. 
1 x *& 
EANWHILE the whole school 
M were close upon us, but they 
paid no attention to us. 
Whales which have abused their 
giant strength and sunk whaling 
boats with their tails have pre- 
sumably been attacked first. 
There was not a day on which 
we had not six or seven dolphins 
following us in circles round and 
under the raft. On bad days there 
might be only two or three; but 
on the other hand, as many as 30 
or 40 might turn up the day after. 
As a rule it was enough to warn 
the cook 20 minutes in advance if 
we wanted fresh fish for dinner. 
Then he tied a line to a short 
bamboo stick and put half a fly- 
ing fish on the hook. A dolphin 
was there in a flash, plowing the 
surface with its head as it chased 
the hook, with two or three more 
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in its wake. It was a splendid 
fish to play and, when freshly 
caught, its flesh was firm and 
delicious to eat, like a mixture of 
cod and salmon. It kept for two 
days, and that was all we needed, 
for there were fish enough in the 
sea. 


We had not been long at sea 


before the first shark visited us. 
And sharks soon became an al- 
most daily occurrence. Sometimes 
the shark just came swimming up 
to inspect the raft and went on 
in search of prey after circling 
round us once or twice. But most 
often the sharks took up a posi- 
tion in our wake just behind the 
steering oar, and there they lay 
without a sound, stealing from 
starboard to port and occasionally 
giving a leisurely wag of their 
tails to keep pace with the raft’s 
placid advance. 

The blue-gray body of the 
shark always looked brownish in 
the sunlight just below the sur- 
face, and it moved up and down 
with the seas so that the dorsal 
fin always stuck up menacingly. 
If there was a high sea, the shark 
might be lifted up by the waves 
high above our own level, and we 
had a direct side view of the 
shark as in a glass case as it 
swam toward us in a dignified 
manner with its fussy retinue of 
small pilot fish ahead of its jaws. 
For a few seconds it looked as if 
both the shark and its striped 
companions would swim right on 
board, but then the raft would 
lean over gracefully to leeward, 
rise over the ridge of waves, and 
descend on the other side. 

To begin with, we had a great 
respect for sharks on account of 
their reputation and their alarm- 
ing appearance. There was an 
unbridled strength in the. stream- 
lined body, consisting of one great 
bundle of steel muscles, and a 
heartless in the broad flat 
head with the small, green cat’s 
eyes and the enormous jaws which 
could swallow footballs.

The home refrigerator and 
freezer and the new-styled food 
market havé grown up together 
in the last quarter-century, and 
the development is no more rev- 
olutionary in the one case than 
in the other, if one stops to think 
it over. 

In the early days. of electric 
refrigerators ... they were so 
good even in.the very earliest 
days that many of them still are 
in service after 15 or 20 years 
the size of the food compartments 
were small, at lot of space was 
taken up by the machinery and 
there wasn’t too much styling. 

Defrosting Is Automatic. 

Even less ithan a decade ago, 
the homemaker was well satisfied 
if her electric refrigerator kept 
perishable foods cool and pro- 
vided a reasonable supply of ice 
cubes. But today, her refrigera- 
tor must have means for freezing 
and storage of a generous quan- 
tity of foods; it must have ca- 
pacity to safeguard and cool a 
wider variety of foods; it must 
provide adequately for proper 
protection of moist perishables. 

Even the smaller models of to- 
day, however, sized to fit into 
apartment spaces or stand coun- 
ter-high, handle as much as some 
of the bulkier early-day models, 
and the average refrigerator buy- 
er is more interested in 10, 11 
and 12-cubic-foot sizes. 

Probably the outstanding de- 
velopment in most models of 1951 
lines is automatic defrosting. Cou- 
pled. with automatic defrosting, 
of course, is the two-door box, 
with normal refrigeration in one 
section and storage of frozen 
foods in the other. 

Freezer sections, of course, 
have been increased in size, so 
that instead of 40 or 50 pounds 
of food, some of them now handle 
as much as 70 pounds. 

Old-style two-door refrigerators 
have been improved by rear- 
rangement of the circulation with- 
in the box. The rain-wall“ de- 
sign, in which the water collected 
and flooded down the walls has 
been changed in favor of a single 
circulation system for both freezer 
and refrigerator, thereby elimi- 
nating condensation that formed 
because of the difference in tem- 
perature of the two compart- 
ments. Condensation is picked 
up and frozen on the evaporator

Military Helps Governor. 

In peacetime, the military com- 
manders help the governor of the 
canal maintain the security of 
the 50-mile-long waterway. In 
wartime, the military takes over. 

Since the security and defense 
measures dovetail, the governor 
and the Caribbean commander in 
chief keep in close touch. Their 
staffs are in daily contact. 

Lt. Gen. William H. H. Morris 
Jr., Caribbean commander in 
chief, says his forces now are on 
a modified alert. This is just one 
step short of instant readiness for. 
action. The-anti-aircraft guns in 
the Canal Zone are ready to fire 
at all hours. 

Sabotage and a sudden attack 
are generally recognized as the 
two most serious threats against 
the big ditch. The atomic bomb 
has not altered that concept. 
What it has changed is the esti- 
mate of damage. An A-bomb hit 
in the right place could knock the 
canal out of business for at least 
four years, engineers. estimate. 

Gen. Morris feels that none of 
the potential .ehemies of the 
United States could achieve sur- 
prise with an organized air at- 
tack. If such an attack were at- 
tempted, “it wouldn't take long“ 
to get forges from the United 
States to meet it. 

Sneak Attack Unlikely. 

As to a sneak attack, the situa- 
tion is vastly different from 
World War II when Germany and 
Italy operated far-reaching com- 
mercial airlines in neighboring 
countries. There was a definite 
threat that the Germans or Ital- 
lans could convert their commer- 
cial ships into bombers for a sur- 
prise raid. : 

The danger of sabotage, in Gen. 
Morris’s opinion, has nothing to 
do with the strength of troops in 
this area. It is a question of in- 
telligence, he says, and he feels 
“very happy with what we have 
here.” As one of hig top ranking 
officers put it: “The forces here 
are capable of stopping anything 
short of a major invasion.” 

The outstanding present weak- 
ness of the Canal Zone defense 
setup is the lack of air power. 

Brig. Gen, Emil C. Kiel, co 
manding general of the Caribbean 
Air Command, says the situation 
is inadequate in that regard. 

His command includes only one 
active base—Albrook. It has no 
combat planes. Nevertheless, 
Caribbean Air Command is set 
up to handle tactical units the 
minute they arrive, Gen. Kiel 
says. There are two other large 
airfields in the Canal Zone. 

Surrounded by Friends. 

Gen. Kiel also finds reassur- 
ance in the fact that the canal is 
surrounded by friendly countries. 

Air Force missions in Latin 
America, which are under Gen. 
Kiel’s command are established 
in 14 countries. 

Lacking planes and listening 
outposts to guard the canal ap- 
proaches, the Caribbean Air Com- 
mand has taken other precautions. 
It has established specific routes 
for all planes approaching the 
canal. Aircraft which stray run

BONN, Germany, May 19 (AP) 
West Germany has adopted into 
law a_ revolutionary principle 
called mitbestimmungsrecht. 
Translated it is the right of co- 
determination. 

To the German worker, that 
means he will have an equal voice 
with capital in running the plant 
that employs him. 

The American National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers calls it 
Socialism in disguise. 

The average American worker 
perhaps has never heard of it. 
But he’s likely to Hear a lot about 
it in the future if it works here 
in Germany. It could grow into 
a labor creed in many lands. 
Equal Representation. 
Under the law passed April 10 
by the West German Parliament, 
Every plant with more than 1000 
workers must have five repre- 
sentatives from labor and five 
from the owners on its board of 
directors. The eleventh man is 
chosen by these 10 from three 
candidates nominated by a com- 
mittee half labor and half @wner. 
So far, this law Applies only to 
the coal, steel and fron companies 
in the Ruhr. But the labor unions 
are demanding that it be applied 
to all big plants throughout the 
country. 
Co-determination is the big 
plank in every German labor plat- 
form—more important than high- 
er wages. 

The German labor union his- 
torically has a different approach 
to labor problems than the 
American. The United States la- 
bor unions concentrate on high- 
er wages, shorter hours, pen- 
sions and better working condi- 
tions. 


German Union -View. 
German labor unions claim 
that would not solve their real 
problem. Without labor having 
a share in the management of the 
economic system, they argue, cap- 
ital could still cheat workers -of 
their higher wages by simply 
raising priges. 

They say German capital would 
still be able to follow its tradi- 
tional pattern of controlled prices 
and production and protected 
profits. Labor wants low com- 
petitive prices, narrow profit mar- 
gins and mass markets. 

To obtain these, labor leaders 
argue, labor must be able to vote 


in company management. 

There’s another reason, too. 
Insurance Against War. 
German labor wants to make 
sure that the magnates of indus- 
try never aagin will lead Ger- 
many down the road to dictator- 
ship, war and ruin. 

Unionists contend that if they 
had been given this economic 
partnership in time, they could 
have prevented the rise of Hit- 
ler. 

Their reasoning was expressed 
by Hans vom Hoff, a leader in 
the West German Trade Union 
Federation. 

“Employers did their best to 
create monopolies which guaran- 
teed the totalitarian power of 
capital throughout the economy,” 
Vom Hoff said. “Moreover, they 
developed considerable political 
ambitions. This political activity 
of employers was the very means 
used for sabotage of trade union 
demands before 1933 and for the 
important financial and ideologi- 
cal support of Hitler and his re- 
gime. The last war and the Ger- 
man collapse can be considered 
the result of this development. 

“The German labor move- 
ment does not want to hold the 
bag for this bunch of employers 
again. It should therefore be 
easily understood why the trade 
unions demand that genuine eco- 
nomic democracy must be created 
as the basis fer a sound political 
democracy.” © 

Extension Planned. 

If the labor unions are able 
to put through their full pro- 
gram, co-determination will be 
extended far beyond the plant 
level. Labor would have equal 
membership on quasi-governmen- 
tal economic agencies and on any 
semi-official body concerned with 
drafting economic policies. 

Foreign financiers look on the 
German co-determination move- 
ment with alarm. Before the 
Ruhr law was passed, the United 
States National Association of 
Manufacturers and the United 
States National Foreign Trade 
Council sent representatives to 
Germany to argue against it. 

They said the law would scare 
away the foreign capital which 
Germany needs to expand its 
war-damaged industries. They 
asserted nobody would sink his 
money in a foreign plant which 
he could not control. 

The governments of France, 
Belgium, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg sent official expressions of 
concern to the West German gov- 
ernment.

German labor unions and some 
lawmakers scorned these actions 
as “interference by foreign cap- 
italists in German domestic af- 
fairs’—and Parliament passed the 
bill overwhelmingly. 

Widespread Support. 

What puzzled American finan- 
ciers when they first came here 
to study the measure was the 
widespread support which the 
idea of co-determination has 
among German political parties. 

Only the extreme right-wing 
parties dare to oppose the basic 
principle. Even some groups 
which voted against the bill were 
careful to explain they were op- 
posing some of its provisions and 
not the idea as a whole. 

The Christian Democratic party 
headed by Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer is regarded as conserva- 
tive. And it was Adenauers 
party which sponsored the bill in 
Parliament. . |

Little could Ferdinand de Les- 
seps have dreamed he would 
drastically modify the geography 
of the old Sinai peninsula and 
give birth to a new Egyptian prov- 
ince when he got his 90-year-cort 
cession to build a sea route from 
the Mediterranean to the Red Sea 
from Egypt’s Khedive Ismail, in 
1869. Nor could he have dreamed 
that his work and that of his 
successors could in the end make 
renewal of that concession to his 
company impossible, so greedy 
would the Egyptians become to 
annex rich province of the Suez 
canal.

ROME, May 19 ‘AP)--Italy’s 
Communist party — the largest 
outside of Russia—will get its 
first ballot test in three years at 


the nation’s coming municipal 
elections. 

In all, voters in almost 5000 
cities and towns with a combined 
population of 27,576,572 will pick 
municipal councils on May 27 and 
June 10. On the same dates pro- 
vincial councils will be elected in 
58 of the country’s 91 provinces. 

The elections will be an all-out 
battle between forces of Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi, head of Italy’s 
Christian Democrat majority par- 
ty, and the 2,500,000-member 
Communist party under Moscow- 
trained Palmiro Togliatti and its 
ally, the Italian Socialist party 
headed Pietro Nenni. 

Norma municipal _ elections 
would depend largely on local 
issues, but Premier de Gasperi 
appears to have determined upon 
making the balloting a kind of 
national ‘referendum. ° 

Chances Bright. 

For one thing, he evidently be- 
lieves prospects for success are 
sufficiently good that the Com- 
munists will suffer a further blow 
to their prestige nationally. For 
another, his government is con- 
cerned about the role Communist 
administrations in towns and 
cities could play in dividing the 
country in case of war. 

Mario Scelba, Christian Demo- 
crat Minister of Interior, says the 
Communist governments in power 
in one-third of the country’s 
municipalities, with a total popu- 
lation of 20,000,000, are tools for 
Italy’s Red leaders. 

In an early campaign speech he 
sounded the government’s cam- 
paign goal: Return these com- 
munities “to the Italians.” 

Campaign issues were summed 
up in Europeo, one of nigga 
leading independent weeklies, as 
“Russia or America, communism jf 
or democracy, Togliatti or De 

Gasperi.” 

The first of three rounds of 
municipal elections will be held 
in 2743 cities and towns in 28 
provinces.

AST YEAR, a woman, crippled and twisted with pain, was 
carried on a stretcher into a Jamaica, Long Island, hos- 
pital. : 

Like 2,000,000 other Americans, the woman had rheumatoid 
arthritis, the most agonizing form of arthritis—a disease that 
has plagued mankind since history began. 

But now, a year later, the woman, Mrs. Jane R., is a picture 
of good health. Her symptoms (joint swelling, fatigue, loss 
of appetite) are gone. 

And in Mrs. Jane R.’s new life there’s a story of hope for 
the millions of men, women and even children afflicted with 
rheumatoid arthritis and millions more who are reaching the 
most common “arthritis age,” 40 to 50. 

It is the story of three years’ courageous medical research 
in which Dr. Louis Granirer (rhymes with nearer“) and his 
staff at Queens General Hospital, Jamaica, have used blood 
plasma to treat rheumatoid arthritis victims. 

Although their work is still experimental, Dr. Granirer and 
his associates have been successful in relieving 80 percent of 
the rheumatoid arthritis patients they have treated. 

The doctors do not claim a miracle or a sure cure.” (The 
exact causes and cure for arthritis are not known.) But Dr. 
Granirer’s treatment, inexpensive and amazingly simple, has 
literally picked patients from their beds and allowed them to 
live normal lives. The treatment consists of giving arthritis 
patients postpartum plasma — blood taken-harmlessly from 
mothers within 48 hours after they have given birth. 
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Long-Known Fact Applied 


EDICAL EXPERTS don’t know exactly why, but pregnancy 
brings with it a resistance to certain diseases. One ac- 
cepted fact is that when a woman with rheumatoid arthritis 
becomes pregnant, her arthritis symptoms often are relieved. 
That's how Dr. Granirer got the idea of using small quantities 
of plasma (six ounces) from new mothers. 
Mrs. Jane R. needed only a dozen treatments before her

symptoms disappeared almost completely. rg or hoe she 
says: 

“I was so knotted up with pain that I couldn’t even move 
my neck. I had been suffering with rheumatoid arthritis for 
two years. There almost didn’t seem anything to live for.” 

When she was interviewed by PARADE, Mrs. Jane R., who 
is over 50, skipped rope, did a half-dozen fast knee bends and 
demonstrated her new ability to hold a pen and write. 

Discovery that plasma can be used to fight rheumatoid art- 
hritis has other startling features. 

@ It is less expensive than ACTH and cortisone, the two drugs 
recently hailed as medical weapons against the disease. 

@ In addition, patients being treated with plasma get no 
harmful “side effects,” but ACTH and cortisone often produce 
temporary but possibly dangerous mental depression, changes 
in the blood and changes in physical appearance. 
Patients “on plasma” need not be hospitalized—in contrast 
to those “on” ACTH and cortisone. 


Longer Action Claimed 


UT FINALLY, the most remarkable effect of plasma, says 
Dr. Granirer, is its apparent long-lasting quality. 

Plasma helps some patients for as long as two years after 
a single series of treatments, while ACTH and cortisone some- 
times wear off after one month. 

Make no mistake, ACTH and cortisone are here to stay— 
they have saved many lives and have arrested many illnesses, 
but their weaknesses are admitted by experts. 

Plasma, although new in treating arthritis, already has 
gained notable victories against the disease. 

Besides Mrs. Jane R., there's the case of a baby less than 2 
years old who is one of Dr. Granirer’s patients. Plasma eased 
the infant’s pain and reduced joint swelling. 

A man in his 40’s gave up using canes to help him walk after 
five treatments. 

@ After only four treatments, one patient reported, J feel 
better and can do more with my hands than at any time in 
the past two years!”

Dr. Granirer, director of the Queens General Arthritis 
Clinic, started experiments with plasma in 
1948. He pooled blood from mothers shortly 
after their babies were born. 

Then he started giving eight crippled vic- 
tims of rheumatoid arthritis the gees once 
a week. 

Things began to happen. ; 
Between the third and sixth dose of 
plasma, patients began to perk up. Joint 
pains decreased and so did the swelling. The 
patients felt * Their appetites re- 
turned. ‘ 
@ Dr. Granirer continued treating the pa- 
tients until each of the eight was substan- 
tially relieved. | 
Four of the patients have been comfort- 
able (without pain or swelling) for a year. 
The other four had relapses anywhere from 


three weeks to three months after the treat- SO SIMPLE 


ment started. But they have all responded— reads while ce flows into his body. 3 


without exception—to further treatment. 

Two of the original group have improved to such an extent 
that they have gone without treatment for two years. 

At the Queens General Arthritis Clinic now, Dr. Granirer 
tréats several patients on a once a week basis. They get plasma 
until they feel better. Then, the treatment is spread out two 
to four weeks until the symptoms are arrested. 

Emphasizing that the treatment is still experimental, Dr. 
Granirer cautions: “Permanent conclusions are not yet war- 
ranted. We must think in terms of five-year remissions (relief 
of symptoms).” 


But medicine knows this much: a new front has been opened 


in the war on arthritis.

Eight spunky girls had spent weeks training for a yacht race to Havana. 
Excited, they had made and bought evening gowns. . for the festivities in

To their male skipper, the race officials sent word: Your yacht Tropicair 
has been disqualified .. . lack of trained personnel! 

Skipper Le “Red” Hederman and his girls were crushed. 

They held a council of war — and rebelled. Result: the Tropicair defiantly 
sailed in the race, flying the Confederate flag! | 

“We'll win—in spite of the committee,” the girls told parents and friends. 


Cheers followed them from the dock. 


The girls sailed into emptiness. Planes sought them. Days passed. Critics 
scoffed: “publicity stunt!” ’ |

E HAD SAILED, a crew of rac- 
ing rebels, at noon Satur- 
day, our Confederate flag 
causing a minor sensation 
in the fleet. 

As ship’s cook, I prepared a supper 
of hot roast beef, then acted as look- 
out until the.moon rose. I was too 
excited to sleep. 

There were eight girls besides our 
man skipper, Le “Red” Hederman, 
who runs a flying service. We girls 
were: Myrna Bibb, 20, and Pat Fen- 
ner,22,dance teachers ; Marian Hall, 
26, a lab technician; Janice Kauf- 
man, 19, a secretary; Dottie Sherrill, 
20, and Clarice Willis, 20, who 
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worked in a big store here; Helen 
Hobbs, 22, a reporter and public re- 
lations director for a local hotel 
association, and myself, a photog- 
rapher. I am 22. 

At first our heavy Tropicair 
moved slowly in the light winds, and 
the other yachts pulled ahead of us. 
By dawn Sunday we were alone in 
the Gulf of Mexico headed south for 
the Caribbean Sea and Havana, 
nearly 300 miles away. 

Had we dreamed of the anxiety 
we would cause and the troubles to 
come, we would have been less 
happy. Sunday was a pleasant day. 

That night the wind rose. By dawn 


Monday we were tossing and it was 
blowing hard. At 10 AM we checked 
by radio with the Coast Guard. 
Something was wrong. 

Our chart showed we were safely 
off the Florida coast. But the Coast 
Guard gave us a position that caused 
us concern. : 

We held a quick huddle. The wind 
was blowing about 25 miles an hour 
and we were taking a beating. To be 
safe our Skipper decided to head 
northwest, away from the coast. 

It never rains but it pours. As we 
changed course everything went 
wrong. With a roar, a sail broke 
loose. Helen snatched for it and got 
a bad rope burn. 

Janice Kaufman went out on the 
bowsprit to get the sail under con- 
trol. We saw her tossed high in the 
air, then dunked in the ocean. But 
she held on until the job was done. 

Five minutes later our radio an- 
tenna tore loose and about the same 
time our mileage indicator (log) 
broke down. Furthermore, due to 
heavy seas, our yacht was leaking. 


A Boat Is Sighted 


LL THE GIRLS and the Skipper were 
very calm. Pat Fenner, our nav- 
igator, thought we were near the 
island of Dry Tortugas — beyond 
which lay the Caribbean Sea. Sud- 
denly Pat was shouting: There's a 
fishing schooner!” 
We shot off flares. 
But the fishermen gave us a con- 
fusing position and were little help. 


Our Skipper decided to turn back. 

We were broken-hearted, but we 
knew it was the thing to do. (Days 
later, we found that at this time we 
had actually been in the Caribbean 
within 75 miles of Havana and had 
been leading three yachts! ) 

We were now heading northeast, 
directly into the wind, so we lowered 
sail and started the Diesel engine. 
We hoped a Coast Guard plane 
would come to find us. 

But the plane never came. Hours 
passed and we began to joke to con- 
ceal our concern. 

Without our sails to steady us, the 
crazy seas began to take their toll. 
Some of us wore sickly grins. 

Life-jackets were passed out and 
put on for a brief drill. Finally we 
brought out the ship’s “Gibson Girl” 
—an emergency SOS radio transmit- 
ter—just in case. 

At dark, Monday, we were feeling 
very low. 
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SCHOONER TROPICAIR ‘‘disap- 
peared” the day after she sailed. 
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Tropicair really began to roll in 
earnest. The seas were 20 feet high 
about as high as a small house. At 
midnight, Monday, the pump clogged 
up and water began to rise. 
@ My kitchen (galley) was a mess. 
Greasy water covered the floor mak- 
ing it impossible to stand upright. 
The girls needed hot food but 1d 
had to stop cooking. 
The rising water reached the 
generator, and put it out of commis- 
sion. We Hfted floor planks and bailed 
until the Skipper could fix the pump. 
@ We broke up some soft drink 
cases and nailed them to the galley 
floor for better footing and I passed 
out canned food. 
At 2 AM Tuesday, Tropicair 
lurched heavily and I heard a 
crash. All my glasses and plates 
had been thrown from their racks 
and smashed. For a half hour I held 
the alcohol stove in place to keep it 
from smashing about the galley. 

On Tuesday it was too rough to 
stay in the cabin. We turned on the 
“Gibson Girl.” Marian, Clarice and 
I began to crank out an SOS twice 
every hour. 

We had a portable radio with 
which we had listened in vain for 


news or marine reports indicating 


that we were being searched for. 
Never did we happen to hear a sin- 
gle reference to Tropicair. To save 
the battery, we did not dare run the 
radio too often. 


A Ship ‘Blinks’ at Us 


OW WE TRIED listening again to 

see if our call was heard. All we 

heard was people talking in Spanish 
—Mexican radio stations! 

About 8 PM, Dottie Sherrill spot- 
ted the lights of a ship. Cheering 
wildly, we shot up more flares. But 
the ship blinked a code message 
that we could not understand and 
kept on moving. 

The world seemed to have aban- 
doned us. And then we saw a light 
that wasn't moving. Land? 

In the dark it was dangerous to 


go close. So we steered in circles all 


night. Time and again the heavy 
seas threw us out of our bunks. 

At dawn Wednesday we saw that 
the light was on a small anchored 
boat which was tossing wildly. We 
ran close and yelled. No answer. 
Finally three people came on deck, 
seemed surprised to see us. We asked 
how far away Tampa was. They re- 
mained silent and —_ to make 
hand signals. 

Of all the boats in the Gulf of 
Merico, it was our luck to have found 
one sailed by three deaf mutes! 
(EDITOR’S NOTE: It was these deaf 
sailors, a fishing party from Tampa, 
who first brought word ashore that 
the girls had been seen alive.) 

At this point the motor quit—and 


the pump stopped again. Really wor- 
ried now, we hoisted sail. 

We wandered north, wondering: 
“Why is no one looking for us?” 


We Sight Land 


UDDENLY, we began to pick up 
Florida stations on the portable 
set and then we heard a news re- 
port: we were being hunted, day and 
night, by the Coast Guard—and the 
Cuban Navy! At dark, Wednesday, 
after five days at sea, we saw land. 
Columbus couldn’t have been hap- 
pier! We were afraid to go close at 
night and anchored five miles out 
for safety. That night I cooked my 
first hot meal since Sunday. But 
when I took my precious paper plate 


of hot beans to the cabin, Myrna 


Bibb lost her balance and sat 
squarely in the middle of it. How 
unhappy can you get? l

I think every girl on board heard 
the plane at the same instant next 
day. Flying to meet us was the most 
beautiful Coast Guard plane in the 
world. We YELLED and waved. Then 
a Coast Guard boat came out and 
took us in tow. They told us we were 
25 miles from home. 

Lipstick came out again. Private 
planes flew to meet us and waggled 
their wings. Suddenly life was won- 
derful again! 

We docked at 8 PM, Thursday, 
after six exciting days. Dad leaped 
on board, grabbed me and my cam- 
era. It was wonderful to be back! 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: The hard- 
boiled Coast Guard, after receiving 
a report from its boarding officer 
said: “The supposition that those 
girls stayed out there bouncing 
around on the ocean to get their 
names in the paper is no longer

Take a Three-Way Look 


Iss Grecory likes these tips for 
judging your looks: 
First, she suggests: stand in front 
of a three-way mirror in a tight-fit- 
ting swim suit. 

“In this way, a woman sees herself 
as she really is—front, side and back,“ 
says the instructor. “She is often sur- 
prised to find she is sway-backed, or 
that one shoulder is higher.” 


Constant practice in walking with 
good posture helps remedy such flaws. 
Next, comes facial analysis. “Pic- 
ture frames” (see above) are used to 
determine face types.
